Ruby Aber- 
nathy, 15, and Abryn Abernathy, 
10, both of the Findley address, 
received lacerations about the 
head and body bruises. Edwin 
Bannister, 8, 633 Griffin avenue, 
received cuts about the face and hea, 
as did Regina Borders, 7, of 615 Grif-

Griffin avenue was reported to he 
suffering from an injury to his back.

Councilman Harry York, of the 
sixth ward, one of the accused men- 
bers who, according to Mr. Cronheim, 
received $200 in the park sale deal, 
will be one of the witnesses. 

York Denies Charge. 

Mr. York arrived in Atlanta Sun- 
day night from an extended Europe- 
an trip and when informed of Cron- 
heim’s statement emphatically denied 
that he had ever received any money 
or that any had been offered him. 

Two council members. Charles M. 
Ford. of the tenth. ward, and Jolin 
A. White, of the fourth ward, Sat- 
urday announced that they would have 
the entire matter presented for in- 
vestigation hy & Fulton county grand 
jury in order that their names may 
be cleared. 

Mr. Ford is alleged to have received 
a sum of $3,900. which was to have 
been used, according to Cronheim and 
Smith, as “expense money.’ 

The others who were said by Cron- 
heim to have received money or who 
expected to receive money were: Ald- 
erman W. B. Hartsfield, of the third 
ward, chairman of the investigating 
committee; Councilman H. C. Me-

RASKOB URGES ALL 
CITIZENS 10 SHOW 
INTEREST BY VOTE 


Declares United States Is 
Behind Other Countries 
in Exercising the Right 
of Citizens at Polls. 


New York, August 19.—(/)—De- 
claring the campaign now in prog- 
ress to be the most stirring in Ameri- 
can history, John J. Raskob, chair- 
man of the democratic national com- 
mittee, in a signed statement today 
called upon all qualified yoters to ex- 
ercise their voting privilege this year. 

His statement follows: 

BY JOHN J. RASKOB. 

Nothing is more important to the 
future of America than that our citi- 
zens manifest their own interest in 
its future by voting. We must de- 
plore the fact that in the last presi- 


dential election, of fifty-four million j 


qualified voters, only about 50 per 
cent cast their votes. This year, it 
is anticipated that there will be fifty- 
six million qualified voters in the 
country, and I hope and urge that 


the great proportion of these will take 
advantage of the voting right. It is 
a sad commentary on our democracy 
that Germany, with only half of our 
population, saw two million more 
votes cast at its election for presi- 
dent than the United States in 1924. 

We are generally behind other 
countries in the voting record, al- 
though in foreign countries the vot- 
ing franchise has been a comparative- 
ly recent exercise of sovereignty by 
the citizens. It is commendable that 
both parties this yedr are making 
earnest endeavors to have enrolled a 
very large vote. If an administra- 
tion is to function well and to decide 
wisely on important issues, it should 
be governed by public opinion. We 
certainly do not get the public opin- 
ion of the United States when only 
50 per cent of’ the qualified voters 
appear at the polls. The time to 
record either satisfaction or disap- 
provat of officials is on election day. 
yrumbligg about our public servants 
on other days of the year is largely 
a waste pf time. 

inority Govermment. 

We do not want to see here a gov- 
ernment of all the people by 50 per 
cent of the people. We have been 
having a government by only a ma- 
jority within the 50 per cent, which 
is far less than the actual majority 
of the qualified voters. 

This coming election will afford the 
people an opportunity to register their 
views in no uncertain way on some 
fundamental issues. Neither of the 
candidates, if elected, would feel prim- 
ed for acting as chief executive if only 
a portion of 50 per cent of the voters 
is responsible for his certificate of 
election. 

In 1924 Mr. Coolidge received 
fifteen million, seven hundred and 
twenty-five thousand and _= sixteen 
votes. Mr. Davis received’ eight 
million, three hundred eighty-six thou- 
sand, six hundred twenty-four votes. 
Mr. La Follette received four million, 
eight hundred thirty thousand and 
four hundred seventy-eight votes. And 
there were scattered one hundred and 
fifty-seven thousand votes. The total 
vote was only twenty-nine million, 
ninety-nine thousand, one hundred and 
thirty-one.

BY DR. CB. WILMER

of control would be wiser is an in- 
tolerable piece of arrogance any ftyr- 
anny,” declared Dr. C. B. Wilmer at 
the 11 o’clock service Sunday morn- 
ing at St. Luke’s Episcopal church. 
Dr. Wilmer, who is one of the most 
prominent ministers in the south, is a 
former rector of St. Luke’s and now 
is a professor of theology in the Uni- 
versity of the South. He spoke to his 
old congregation in the absence of 
Rey. N. R. H. Moor, who is out of the 
city. 

“In short. many earnest and sincere 
persons are making the mistake of 


that multitude that wanted to take 
Christ and ‘make Him king,’ and 
from whom Christ made his escape,” 
he said. 

“The church is In danger of leay- 
ing that realm where it is, or might 
be, strofig and going into that ere 


| where it is destructively strong and 


constructively weak. This error is at 
its worst when it leads to personal 
denunciation in the pulpit. 

Political Meeting. 

“Tt turns each congregation into a 
political meeting in which those who 
have a right to differ find them- 
selves without representation or op- 
portunity to reply, and in which re- 
ligion itself but serves to inflame the 
passions of men. 

“Our conntry at this hour needs 
places of worship and inspiration. 
where on Sunday men and women 
may meet as children of our common 
Father in heaven and be enabled to 
go out and serve in a spirit of toler- 
ance, reason and true charity.” 

Dr. Wilmer’s sermon, which was de- 
livered before a large congregation, 
was entitled “The Church and Poli- 
tics.”” In it he discussed at length 
the duty of the pulpit in so far as 
politics is concerned. 

In this connection, he said: “The 
attempt of religious bodies and re- 
ligions leaders to bulldoze church 
members into compliance with their 
political opinions is worse than the 
attempt of a responsible person like

The Greater Rockford was flying 
from Cochrane, Ont., to Mt. Evans 
on the second leg of its flight from 
Rockford to Stockholm, Sweden. 
was scheduled to arrive at Mt. Evans 
at 8 o’clock this morning. 

It had left Cochrane at 11:12 a. m., 
yesterday morning with gasoline suf- 
ficient for 26 hours aboard, enough to 
carry the flyers until 1 o'clock this 
afternoon. 

Last Radio Signal. 

Radio signals were received until 
3 a. m., today, at which time they in- 
dicated the plane was out 75 miles 
from the coast of Labrador, 400 miles 
from its goal, and poing strong. 

Hope that thé flyers might have 
attained their destination was strong 
during the day, however, because it

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His First Solo Flight 


Leaves Student Shaky 


By DON BROWN 
(Copyright, 1928, by North American News- 
Newspaper Alliance.) 

Newark, Elizabeth Airport, August 
19.—I got away with ‘my first solo 
flight today. I had 20 minutes in the 
air and a landing, which was a fairly 
good one. At least, nothing was broken. 
When I pushed the stick forward 
and started down toward the field to 
land I experienced the lonesomest feel- 
ing I ever had. The job was made 
harder for me because of the fact that 
I had most of my dual instruction— 
that is, flying with the instructor 
along with me to correct my mistakes 
—in a smaller plane. The plane I 
used today had to be landed from 10 
to 20 miles an hour faster than th 
type I had been flying. ; 
I thought I would feel pretty nerv- 
ous on starting my first solo, but as 
near as I can tell, I felt more elated 
than anything else. While I was fly- 
ing: I was too busy to know whether I 
was nervous or not, except that pain- 
ful moment when I had to start down. 
After it was all over I felt shaky for 
a while and then more confident than 
I ever have felt about flying. 

Once Up Would Stay 
Now that it is all over there doesn’t 
seem to be so much to tell about. The 


weather was smooth ; I had no trouble 
and after about 15 minutes’ flying 
came down. 

Once I had got 2,000 feet in the 
air and was feeling confident, I was 
sorry I couldn’t stay up an hour and 
put that landing off. Down close to 
the ground things happen so quickly 
at 90 miles or more an hour it is much 
more dangerous. 

Pats Off Landing _ 

As it was, I put off landing for 
five minutes. Then I decided I would 
have to do it. As I neared the ground 
the field seemed to. be rising up to 
slap me in the face. But I held to it. 
I wanted desperately to straighten out 
and circle the field once again. But 
I knew what the other students on the 
ground would say about that. So I 
didn’t. : 

I can’t swear that I know just how 
I landed. It seems now that I bounced 
only a little. So, by a miracle, it must 
have been pretty : 

L have an hour of solo flying more 
to my course, which I will tell about 
tomorrow in the last of these articles. 
I will also sum up what I have learn- 
ed in 10 hours of flying instruction 
and give an estimate of how much 
good that amount of training may be 
expected to do for a would-be aviator.

| toting.” Forty-five of the forty-eight 
States have made provisions so that 
absentees from these states may cast 
their ballots. 


For every one hundred votes cast 
for president in 1920, there were 96 
who could vote but did not. This is 


,; Do way to elect a president of the 


United States, who, under our consti- 
tution, is given more power than any 
one human being in the world. 

Remember, this campaign will be 
the most stirring in the histery of 
American politics. There is no Amer- 
ican who does not want to take part 
in it. In many instances heretofore 
the race has been very close. Under 
our electoral college system of seleet- 
ing a president, one state may decide 
the result. In that state, a few votes 
either way may determine tke entire 
election. One man’s vote is as good 
as another man’s vote. The quality 
known as Americanism is demon- 
strated to a mathematical certainty 
at the polls. Your vote is yaluable. 
Do not throw it away. If a debtor 
owed you money, and you were away 
on the due date, you would make ar- 
rangements for him to trans-ait your 
money to you wherever you might be. 
You can make a similar arrangement 
in regard to the vote. 

Voting under the absentee voting 
laws is made simple and requires but 
little effort. Let your government 
hear from you no matter where you 
are on election day, 

Importance. of Registering. 

The candidates will struggle inces- 
santly in making an appeal for your 
vote. They are at least entitled to 
expect you to exercise your franchise. 
Strong men are running. (Great is- 
sues fill the air. Jt will be up to you 
to pass judgment and you cannot do 
it if you fail to register. The Amer- 
ican vote has a background of bloody 
sacrifice by the great Americans of 
fall our wars. If you choose to be 
| voteless, they have sacrificed, to that 
extent, 1n vain. 

After a terrifie struggle, <ae fran- 
chise was granted to the wemen of 
America. In the 1920 election, it is 
estimated that the women cast 37 per 
cent of the total vote, and 43 per cent 
of the women qualified to vote ac- 
tually voted. In only a few of the 
states did the weenen cast 50 per cent 
or more of their voting strength. 


The issues presented at the coming 
election will be of intense interest to 
the women of the land. The cost of 
living, employment, freedom of con- 
science, religious liberty and equal op- 
portunity should attract a great ma- 
jority of the women to register and 
to vote. 

Every man end woman who votes 
and does not encourage the other 
members of their families to do hke- 
wise, only casts a portion. of a vote. 

Working women have a vast inter- 
est at stake in the election. (Governor 
Smith stands as the champion of hu- 
man rights and welfare of the work 
ing women. Of no other accomplish- 
ment is he prouder than of the suc- 
cess attending his efforts in the state 
of:New York to better the conditions 
of women in industry. As president, 
he would have a tremendous influence 
on national legislation towards the 
same end. I trust the women will 
appreciate his services in this respect 
by their registration and vote.

‘TOLERANCE URGED 
BY DR. C. B. WILMER 
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the pope of Rome to guide political 
life in a right direction would be.” 
Dr. Wilmer’s Sermon. 

The sermon, in part, follows: 

“It is time to get back to first 
principles. 

“This government is founded on sep- 
aration of church and state and on 
liberty of religious convictions without 
fear or favor. 

“Nor is there any doubt that this is 


iwise counselor of souls; 


declare that intelligent love is under 
given conditions. | 
“Christ Did Not Dictate.” 


“Christ himself did not dictate in 
the secular realm... When. asked to 
interfere in the division of an estate, 
Christ’s reply was: ‘Who made Me 
a judge or a divider over you? Take 
heed and beware of covetousness; for 
a man's life consisteth not in the 
things that he possesseth.’ 

“The division of the estate in ques- 
tion belonged to the courts. Of course, 
Christ wanted a just decision, but he 
disclaimed any authority either to 
make or to enforce the right decision 
himself. That was left to others 
whose business it was. 


“The reason for this separation of 
church and state would seem to be to 
give room for the development of spe- 
cialists, experts, in each realm, with 
a view to cooperation. 

“A statesman is not necessarily a 
nor would 
even a St. Francis be necessarily a 
dependable statesman. 

“But while the church may not 
dietate to the state in the civic realms, 
nor the state to the church in spirit- 
ual affairs, this does not shut out 


eooperation. 

“One of *the churechs constant 
temptations seems to be to desert the 
regenerating power of the Holy Spirit 
for reliance on the policeman. The 
other is to concentrate on the individ- 
ual soul and stop there.” 

Specific Problems. 

Here Dr. Wilmer took up specific 
problems in the campaign, including 
religious freedom and prohibition : 

“Every man in this country has a 
legal right, as he certainly has a 
spiritual right, to be a Roman catho- 
lic, anglican, protestant, agnostic or 
atheist, without prejudice to his citi- 
zenship. 

“As to whether a Roman catholic 
president would be or might be sub- 
ject to political dictation from the 
bishop of Rome, each vo.er inust make 
up his own mind, on the evidence and 
without hate or prejudice. - 

“One important question is: Even 
supposing that the attitude of that 
church may not be, as some think it 
is not, theoretically satisfactory and 
thoroughly consistent with demucratiec 
principles, whether we have not here, 
in broad-minded America, an oppor- 
tunity to work out a solution of this 
vexed question by cooperation with 
those Roman cutholics who are luyal 
patriots. 

“A very serious question is whether 
we are not at present in greater 
danger in this country from the op- 
posite end: from protestant violence. 
hatred and prejudice. I do not refer 
to reasoned opinions, 

“The attempt of religious hodies 
and religious leaders to ‘bulldoze’ 
church members into compliance with 
their political opinions is worse than 
the attempt of a yesponsible person 
like the bishop of Rome to guide pe 
litical life in a right direction would 
be. The worst possible theocracy is 
that of a religious mob. 

“Prohibition is one method out of 
many of dealing with the evils of 
liquor drinking and the liquor traffic. 

“The chief contribution the church 
can make is the cultivation of spirit- 
uality and self-control. The best legal) 
method for society as a whole is ap 
exceedingly difficult question on which 
equally sincere and devoted christians 
may differ.

Washington, August 19.—(United 
News.)—From 1868 to 1920 only 
one republican presidential candidate, 
Theodore Roosevelt, received enough 
white votes to elect him, the others 


receiving their majorities from negro 
voters, Henry Minor, of Mississippi, 
former democratic national commit- 
teeman, says in a history of the demo- 
cratic party about to be published. 

The history denies the charges of 
anti-Smith democrats that Tammany 
was responsible for Cleveland's de‘eat 
in 1888, saying he ran ahead of Tam- 
many’s candidate for mayor. Minor 
blames Cleveland's defeat that year 
on the former Kaiser Wilhelm, charg- 
ing that, due to friction between the 
United States and Germany over 
Samoa, the German vote in America 
went republican. 

“Enough democrats supported Roose- 
velt in 1904 to give him, probably, a 
narrow white majority,” Minor says. 
“Seymour in 1868 received more white 
votes than Grant. Tilden received a 
million more white votes than Hayes. 
Hancock and Cleveland received the 
support of hundreds of thousands more 
white votes than their opponents. 
Even the half million gold democrats 
voting for McKinley in 1896 failed to 
give him a majority equal to the col- 
ored vote of the nation, a vote always 
practically solid for the republican 
candidate. In the thirteen presidential 


elections from 1868 to 1916 the col- 


ored voters have furnished the repub- 
licans six of the seven majorities they 
received, if not the whole seven.”

Cloan, Pertshire, Scotland. . August 
19.—(/)—-Viseount Haldane, of Cloan, 
72, equally famous as philosopher and 
statesman, and war minister in one 
of the most critical periods in British 
history, died today after a long illness. 

Despite his famous declaration that 
“Germany is my _ spiritual home,” 
which finally forced his retirement 
from the British cabinet, Lord Hal- 
dane is credited with the reorganiza- 
tion of the British army that took 
place between the years 1905 and 
1914 and permitted Great Britain 
to send a strong expeditionary force 
to France within a few days after 
the great war began. 

It was his initiative that brought 
about a revision of the British gen- 
eral staff and the creation of a new 
army or “territorials.” although to 
accomplish his purpose he had to 
fight the opposition of his own politi- 
cal party and that of some of his 
colleagues in the Asquith ministry.

STEPHENS ON TOLERANCE. 


If Alexander H. Stephens, one of 
the greatest of Georgians and sound- 
est of our democratic leaders since 

the declaration of statehood, were 
living today what would he say as 
to. the existing movement of so 
called democrats to disintegrate the 
party from within, because of reli- 
gious prejudice and intolerance? 

The only fair and just conclusion 
must be gathered from what he did 
say when precisely the same situ- 
ation existed before the war be- 
tween the states. 


Then the ‘‘Know-Nothing party” 
flourished its insidious creed of big- 
otry, and incited rebellion and even 
riot in the south in its attack upon 
the constitutional guarantee of re- 
ligious freedom. 


That black page in the south’s 
history was in the 50’s. 

Few people living today recall 
the activities of the “Know-Noth- 
ing party” except by history. But 
it left its stain and its stigma. 

At that time Alexander H. Ste- 
phens was one of the great Georgia 
triumvirate that largely shaped by 
virile leadership the affairs of the 
Empire democratic state of the 
south that was being storm-tossed 
by a misguided group, and. by its 
mobilization of ignorance and prej- 
udice. 

During the democratic campaign 
of 1856 he delivered a memorable 
address firmly sustaining the re- 
ligious freedom provision of the 
federal constitution, presenting an 
unanswerable argument in favor of 
tolerance. 


“In America every citizen, wher- 
-ever he may be born, or whatever 
may be his religion, is to be meas- 
ured and weighed in the civil scales 
according to his merits and conduct, 
-deserts and worth.”’ 


* Those were his words, followed 
-by a masterful argument in opposi- 
tion to “mixing religion and poli- 
tics,’ and in the interest of the 
party that had been the sustaining 
strength of the south, and the house 
of refuge, ten years later, under 
the shelter of which the white peo- 
‘ple of the south escaped from negro 
domination, and from laws enforced 
by “carpet baggers” with federal 
bayonets at their back. 


In both branches of congress, as 
governor, and as vice president of 
the Confederacy, his great mind, | 
and unsullied statesmanship, stood 
out conspicuously as a southerner 
who ranked with the most powerful 
leaders of the nation. 

His statiie, one of Georgia’s quota 
of two, is in the hall of fame in the 
nation’s capitol by a choice of the 
people as one of Georgia’s greatest 
men. 

We are publishing elsewhere his | 
address of 1856 against religious | 
intolerance. : 

If he had made it today, 72 years 
Jater, under conditions that exist, 
it would meet the ‘situation as it 
did in those days, when practically 
the same conditions prevailed. 

All of the noise now being made 
by the democratic insurrectionists 
is incited by religious prejudice. 
The party mutineeers dare not at- 
tack the federal constitution. They 
hide behind the prohibition issue 
as a smoke screen. 

The words of Alexander H. Ste- 
phens, delivered in 1856, ring to- 
day, from the pages of history, as a 
clarion’ call to duty, to honor and | 
to fundamental obligation.

RASKOB URGES VOTING DUTY. 

Democratic Chairman Raskob, in 
the first formal statement on the 
presidential campaign—published ia 
the news columns today—makes an 
earnest plea for a full or represen- 
tative vote in the November gen- 
eral elections. 

He makes only a brief reference 
to the democratic candidate in cit- 
ing his record as the champion of 
human rights and welfare of the 
working women, urging that they 
do not neglect so important an ob- 
ligation as their elective franchise. 

In his appeal to the people to 
understand and exercise their duty 
as citizens in a government of the 
people, he does not draw party 
lines. It is directed to the repub- 
lican voters, men and women, as 
vigorously and as forcefully, as to 
the democratic men and women. 

It is a lamentable fact that the 
potential vote of this country, as 
registered, rarely exceeds 25 per 
cent, and the total vote in 1924 
was only 50 per cent, in round 
figures, of the total registration. 

It is estimated that there will be 
56,000,000 qualified voters this 
year. If only three out of four of 
the voters should go to the polls 
the result of the balloting would be 
representative. 

America is far behind the other 
republics of the world in the in- 
terest shown in elections, although 
this was the first of the great re- 
publics established. Germany, to 
illustrate, has only one half of the 
population of the United States, and 
yet there were 2,000,000 more 
votes cast in the last general elec- 
tion in that republic’ than in this 
county in 1924. 

Mr. Raskob .refers. ta. the. fact, 
which deserves to be inipréssed into 
the minds of every adult, that this 
cannot be a government of all the 
people by 50 per cent of the people. 

Whatever party affiliation , one 
may have, it is the duty of every 
citizen qualified to vote to register, 
and cast a ballot at the November 
polls. 


THE UNIVERSITY LOAN FUND. 

The student loan fund at the 
university, which began with a nu- 
cleus of $50,000 established by the 
late Joseph E. Brown in 1883, has 
now grown, by additional donations, 
and accretions, to $434,556.67. 

Among the additions -are the 
Denmark, Churchill, Dawson, Comer 
and Hurt funds, the latter consist- 
ing of lands yet to be converted 
into cash. 

Since 1883 a total*of 1,265 stu- 
dents have been educated through 
these funds. Otherwise most of 
these young men and women could 
never have received a college edu- 
cation. 

This gross fund of nearly half 
a million dollars is a direct, ines- 
capable challenge to Georgia to do 
her part in the great work that 
these philanthropists have made 
possible. 

Not one dollar of this fund can 
be used for any additions or im- 
provements, or in maintenance. 

The money must be used spe- 


cifically as loans to worthy young] 


men and women who seek college 
educations—but who have net the 
means otherwise available to meet 
the expenses, however nominal. 

The legislature should meet the 
issue squarely. Every institution 
in the university system is in need 
of more buildings, more equipment, 
more maintenance. The high 
schools and junior colleges are 
turning out 15,000 and more boys 
and girls annually, and a majority 
of them earnestly wish to complete 
their education, for services in spe- 
cial lines of building activities, in 
the professions, as teachers, in eco- 
nomics, etc. It is a day of voca- 
tional training, of specialization. 

In a few weeks the members of 
the forthcoming assembly will be 
nominated, which is equivalent to 
election. The coordination and ex- 
pansion of the state’s educational 
system should be a paramount 
pledge of every successful candi- 
date.

M. Clemenceau’s daughter has writ- 
ten a book on French country life in 
which an intimate picture of her dis- 
tinguished father is given. ‘There are 
glimpses of M. Clemenceau as a 
sportsman in the process of decoying 
larks by a moving mirror and then 
fusillading the hypnotized birds. We 
prefer to picture him out after the 
flights of quail in the marshes, where 
dykes 20 or 30 feet wide had to be 
crossed with a jumping pole. 
Clemenceau to the manner born, could 
do this easily; but his guests from 
Paris became casualties. They were 
an odd family for French people, the 
Clemenceaus were. None drank wine,

She shows us the “Tiger” 
playing as clown in the evenings be- 
fore his children and a father who 
never came home without an inex- 
haustible bag of presents for every- 
body.

“Segregatizione cellulare’’ is the 
fascist punishment for political crimes 
and misdemeanors. It .consists in 
having a man locked up in a narrow, 
somber cubical from which the prison- 
er is never permitted to leave until 
his sentence is completed. The so- 
called “hygienic promenade” of 40 
minutes per day, accorded murderers 
and criminals does not apply to the 
doctors, professors, intellectuals who 
make up the majority of Italy’s po- 
litical prisoners. Absolute and terri- 
ble silence, without a single minute’s 
repose envelopes them. To this has 
now been added hunger. M. Mussolini 
has known hunger himself. There 
are people in Lausanne who remem- 
ber the young Italian emigre, who was 
fed by benevolent socialists and an- 
archists, But for the prisoners no 
victuals may. enter the prisons from 
outside. All shipments of food from 
mothers or wives are sent back inex- 
orable. The accounts circulating in 
the French press on Italian prison 
conditions pass the believable. Such 
journals as the Impero in Rome, sim- 
ply deny them wholesale, heaping in- 
vective upon the heads of French 
journalists. That sort of practice went 
all right when communists or social- 
ist French journals were involved, but 
now that reputable papers begin to 
print similar stories, the general pub- 
lic might begin to give credence to 
accounts of cruelty, that are a defi- 
ance of the most clementary laws of 
humanity.

A. Turner represented the de- 
fendant and Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral R. MeMillan and Fogg & Ben- 
nett prosecuted. The jury found the 
defendant guilty of criminal libel, and 
being refused a new trial, he appealed 
his case to the OMahoma court of 
criminal appeals on the ground that 
one could not libel a whole class of 
people, and that he had not libeled 
any one in particular. 

The decision as printed in the 
books does not disclose the names of 
the jurors. 

The opinion § affirming the trial 
court was written by Judge Armstrong 
and Judges Doyle and Matson con- 
curred.

The privilege was. granted, of 
course, to permit federal officials of 
all departments, and members of con- 
gress, to post letters and documents, 
of a strictly official nature—that is 
of a nature pertaining strictly to the 
operative function of theirs prescribed 
official duties—without the usual 
postal fees, represented by the affix- 
ing and cancellation of stamps. 

If a poor, misguided private citizen, 
through ignorance, or otherwise, 
should affix a two-cent stamp, already 
eancelled, to a letter, to be dispatched 
through the mails, he or she would 
be guilty of a violation of federal 
laws, arrested, carried before a United 
States commissioner, and assessed a 
penalty, or “sent up” to the district 
court. 

It is right that this should be done. 
Ours would be a government of chaos 
if laws were not enforced. 

A small offense. in maintaining law 
and order, cannot be overlooked any 
more than a large offense. Prohibi- 
tion is not enforced. Hence the flood 
tide of insobriety and crime. 

But the abuses in “franking mail’ 
are so serious that it would be diffi- 
cult to estimate the expense it im- 
poses upon the taxpayers of this 
country annually. 

A million dollars, say! 
wouldn't even approximate it. 

During general election years mem- 
bers of congress—not all, but far too 
many—abuse this privilege in flood- 
ing their states and districts with 
electioneering propaganda, probably 
inserted into the Congressional Record 
and by the courtesy custom of “ex- 
tending remarks’—which js also little 
less than a scandal in its practice, 

The mails out of Washington are 
not only congested with postage-free 
“speeches,” but with books and bulle- 
tins and other “remembrances” for 
“the dear constituents” from their 
“members”’—all at the taxpayers’ ex- 
pense, including the paper, printing, 
and other cumulative costs. 

The whole bill that is an- 
nually imposed upon the taxpayers 
for purely selfish purposes is so stag- 
gering that the truth, if know, would 
shock the nation.

The method is properly called Schae- 
fer’s prone pressure method, because 
Schaefer discovered it and gave it to 
the world. I said the Red Cross has 
taught an incorrect method to thou- 
sands of persons; the Red Cross usu- 


ally if not always omits the name of 
Schaefer and calls the method simply 
prone pressure respiration, which is 
aH right, but the Red Cross instruc- 
tors usually if not always instruct the 
operator to place one of the subject’s 
hands under the forehead, and this is 
the error I allude to, for Schaefer did 
not advise this and I am sure that it 
tends to defeat one of the purposes of 
the posture Schaefer does advise, 
namely, the free drainage of any fluid 
from the subject’s breathing passages 
out through the nose and mouth. Of 


There are probably 10,000,000 laws! course this would not matter so much 


the statute books of the United States, 
with 200,000 laws and ordinances be- 
ing added every year. 

Forty-eight state legislatures, 16,- 
000 ineorporated cities, towns and vil- 
lages, about 3,000 counties in the law- 
making business and more than 100,- 
000 lawmakers duly elected, are in- 
cessantly busy making new laws. 

All of these do not pertain to in- 
dividuals, but a conservative estimate 
is that there are 30,000 laws, 10,500 
of which are federal, which may af- 
fect any one citizen.

Dutton, in the American Magazine 
recently, ‘‘covered the whole field in 
10 laws, while Justinian felt that 
2,000 laws were enough to rule the 
Roman empire.” 

Our own lawmakers have refused 
to take a chance with any such 
flimsy structure and have covered 
everything from the length of bed 
sheets in hotels to the hours a house- 
wife may use an electric vacuum 
cleaner. “There are good laws, bad 
laws and freak laws, all of which cost 
money, and many to result only in 
making conditions worse. The lack of 
temperance is a shining, or rather a 
reeling example!

justification for this peculiar altera- 
tion or amendment of the Schaefer 
method by the Red Cross or any other 
organization. 

Schaefer describes it as follows: 

_ “It consists of laying the subject 
in the prone posture, preferably on 
the ground, with a thick folded gar- 
ment underneath the chest and epi- 
gastrium. 

“The operator puts himself athwart 
or aside of the subject, facing his head 
(see picture) and places his hands on 
either side over the lower part of 
the back (lowest ribs). 

“He then slowly throws the weight 
of his body forward to bear upon his 
own arms, and thus presses upon the 
thorax of the subject and forces air 
out of the lungs. 

“This being effected, he gradually 

relaxes the pressure by bringing his 
own body up again to a more erect 
position, but without moving the 
hands.” 
_ This simple movement, which any 
intelligent child can and should be 
able to perform in an emergency, 
should be kept up at the rate of 15 
times a minute, for as many hours as 
may be necessary. 

In the picture Schaefer shows both 
hands of the subject resting on the 
ground just above the subject’s head. 
The subject’s face is turned toward 
one side, in order that the nose and 
mouth may be unobstructed. 

_ If the ground or floor is not level, 
it is better to place the subject with 
the head lower than the feet. 

f no garment or pad is handy, the 
method is still effective without any- 
thing under the belly, for the operator 
squeezes the subject's belly against 
the ground. 

_It is of the utmost importance to be- 
gin the instant the need arises, and 
never interrupt the work even for a 
few seconds unless by command and 
authority of a responsible physician. 
If the victim is to be carried away 
from the scene, the artificial respira- 
tion must be continued every moment 
while he is being moved. The opera- 
tor need not desist to permit the ap- 
plication of heat or other remedies, nor 
to permit the administration of hypo- 
dermics.

Charges Conspiracy 
To Force Price Down 


_ Editor Constitution: On the eighth 
instant the agricultural department at 
Washington gave out their condition 
report and estimate of yield, The 
market had gone dow.i about 350 
points in fear that the report might 
be bearish prior to its publication. 
The report instead of being bearish 
was very bullish. showing general in- 
festation of weevil, a condition ef 67.9 
and an estimate of 14,291,000. The 
market of course went up over 100 
points but closed about 76 up. But 
on the next day the bears got in their 
work evidently conspiring together 
the night before; for block upon block 
of large amounts were thrown on the 
market after the circulation of a lie 
both in New Orleans and New York 
that the department had made a mis- 
take and would soon correct its esti- 
mate increasing the same to a million 
more bales. Then the market broke 
about 148 points and closed consid- 
erably below the previous closing 
prices. 

There evidently was a conspiracy 
to put the market down with a lie 
thrown in the “hopper” and the con- 
spirators turning the crank with the 
weight of their sales, Under federal 
law it is a felony to conspire to run 
the price up, but there is no penalty 
whatever to any set of conspirators 
who may do whatever they can or 
please to do in running the price down, 
Why should there exist such a one- 
sided or unilateral law? If it should 
be a felony to enter into an agree- 
ment or conspiracy to run the prices 
up why should it not also be a felony 
to conspire to run the prices down? 
What is sauce for the goose should 
be sauce for’the gander—as the old 
saying goes, 

There was an investigation while 
congress was in session and many 
days were spent in trying to ascertain 
who beat the price down and lost the 
south millions of dollars. But it all 
resulted in nothing. 

It all plainly shows that it makes 
no difference under the present laws 
who may conspire to put the market 
down, for there is no penalty attached. 
And that the main thing to be con- 
sidered is how, or through what kind 
of machinery it is accomplished. What 
difference does it make who may con- 
spire to lie a market down and throw 
cotton futures in thousands of bales 
on the board to rob the south of its 
crop, if there is no punishment for it? 

Why not regulate by law the ma- 
chine through which such ras¢ality is 
accomplished? | : 

The recent act of the market with 
its history also shows what I have 
contended for 10 years or more; that 
the price of futures is fixed by false 
propaganda ; that futures are not real 
supply and demand, but fictitions sup- 
ply and demand; and that this fic- 
titious demand fixes the price of 
actual cotton, spots being marked up 
or down as goeth futures. 

If congress can’t reach the remedy 
any other way then the bear or bale 
weevil will have to be disarmed and 
the exchange will have to go, except 
for a clearing house for actual cotton. 

When congress meets I hope they 
will investigate and see if republi- 
cans or democrats were guilty of tliis 
robbery. Some crowd is trying to run 
prices down for farm “relief.” They 
want to A ior the farmers of the 
seuth of their cotton crop.

what his character or record, when 
he says anything about his religious 
belief, or that element which accepts 
as genuine the fake oath ascribed to 
the Knights of Columbus, although 
its spurionusness has been repeatedly 
proven, who believe that the demo- 
cratic convention was bought up by 
the church, and who are prepared to 
believe, if the statement is made to 
them, that the pope has a Protestant 
baby served up to him every morning 
for breakfast.

From Address of Alexander IY. Steph- 
ens in 1856. 


In republican America, every citi- 
zen, wherever he may be born, or 
whatever may be his religion, is to 
be measured and weighed in the civil 
scales according to his merits and con- 
duct, deserts and worth. This is one 
of the fundamental principles of all 
true Americanism, as understand 
it. It was to give development to this 
and other ideas I may speak of, if my 
strength permits, that our forefathers 
quit the dynasties of the old world 
and sought refuge in this. 

Is the constitution wrong as it is? 
Why was the clause “but no ‘relig- 
ious test shall ever be required as a 
qualification to any office or public 
trust under the United States” in- 
serted in Article 6 of the constitution 
of the United States? Ought there 
to be any religious test in civil mat- 
ters in this country? 

This is the question which is now 
practically presented to the voters of 
this country by the American or 
Know-Nothing party. I meet it upon 
its merits. I am against it, thor- 
oughly. I am opposed to mixing re- 
ligion with politics, or inquiring in 
civil matters into a man’s conscience, 
as toe what he believes or does not 
believe, or whether he has any belief 
at all or not. This is a matter be- 
tween him and his Creator. (overn- 
ments should look only to his con- 
duct. 

If a Catholic is a worthy citizen and 
swears to support the constitution of 
the United States, I will never look 
into any tenant of his church, from 
which religious polemics may infer 
that such oath is inconsistent with 
such tenant, as they conceive. Very 
few denominations hold the doctrines 
that others charge upon them as legi- 
timate infererices from their creeds. 
More wars and bloodshed have arisen 
from just such contgoversies, perhaps, 
than from all others combined. 

It was to prevent the occurence of 
such scenes in this country, that our 
constitution was made, on this point, 
as it is: and it is for the same reason 
I would have it remain in all its 
vigor, force, and efficiency, as it is 
for all time to come. It is charged 
that the Catholics, from the character 
of their creed, must, as a consequence, 
hold to the temporal supremacy of the 
Pope. It is enough for me and the 
constitution, that they disavow any 
such consequence 9r belief. Then 
why this proscription of them? has 
any one of them in office ever at any 
time, from the beginning of our gov- 
ernment down—from the time that 
Charles Carroll, of Carrollton, signed 
the Declaration of Independence to 
the present day—given the slightest 
indication of disloyalty to the coun- 
try, or afforded the least evidence of 
design to transfer us to the Pope? 
If so, when? and where? Let the man 
be named and the case stated. If 
such a case exists in the whole his- 
tory of the past, I have never heard 
of it: and if any such case ever should 
occur in the future, the remedy should 
be to treat the culprit as all other 
traitors, but not to include the inno- 
cent with the guilty. But was there 
ever a more groundless persecution 
started in Christendom, than this now 
raised against the Catholics? Did 
that got up by the infamous Titus 
Oates—which set all England in a 
blaze for a while, but which now 
stands, though after the loss of much 
innocent blood, as a disgrace to all 
concerned in it—rest upon less foun- 
dation. 

Have not persecutions in all ages 
tended to increase rather than weaken 
the cause they assail? Are we s0 
much afraid of the Catholics in this 
country and the spread of their re- 
ligion amongst millions of Protestants 
—and so distrustful of the abilities of 
our ministers and preachers and 
learned doctors of divinity, to meet 
them in argument, that we must re- 
sort to this petty species of vexation, 
to call it nothing worse, in order to 
put it down? For the honor of Prot- 
estantism, I hope not. Why, then. 
do it? Several of the American colo- 
nies were planted by refugees from 
religious persecution. And not one 
of them from Catholic persecution. All 
of them from persecution by Protest- 
ants, Yet we are told that Protest- 


ligious toleration. If so how came the 
Puritans to be driven first from Eng- 
land to Holland, and from Holland to 
New England. And how came Roger 
Williams, the first great champion of 
the rights of conscience, to be driven 
from Massachusetts? History. as I 
read it, teaches the melancholy lesson, 
that anterior to the settlement of this 
continent, all religious sects perse- 
cuted where they had the power. And 
the longest and bloodiest wars that 
have marked and marred the annals of 
war, have grown out of matters per- 
taining to religion. Heathen nations 
have persecuted Heathen—And Chris- 
tian nations have persecuted Christian 


| —Catholics have put to the sword and 


the stake Protestants—and Pratest- 
ants have done the same to Catholics. 
And different sects of Protestants 
have done the same thing towards 
others. After the settlement of the 
“Kive Points” by the Synod of Dort, 
all who did not give in their adhe- 
sion to those doctrines were treated 
no better by the Reformers than they 
had been by the Catholics before. And 
the great Melancthon himself wrote 
a treatise justifying persecution. 

And what true-hearted American 
will not join fervently in this ejacu- 
lation to Heaven, to keep this worst 
of all evils—this demon of civil as 


happy land, For sixty years and up- 
wards we have prospered in peace, 
with the enjoyment by every one of 


the right to sit under his own vine 
and fig tree, and worship God as he 
pleases without any one to molest or 
make him afraid. It is not so in all 
other countries, and why is it so here? 
Not because we are better by nature 
than other people, but because of that 
clause in our constitution which has 
protected us, in the language of Jef- 
ferson, . “against ourselves.” This 
principle of the freedom of conscience, 
or “soul liberty,’ as Jefferson called 
it, was first proclaimed on this con- 
tinent by Roger Williams, a Baptist 
minister, who was driven from Massa- 
chusetts on account of his religious 
opinions. He became the founder of 
the colony of Rhode Island. But the 
first colony to establish the principle 
and give practical effect to it, was 
that of Maryland, founded by Lord 
Baltimore, a Catholic. In neither of 
these colonies was the principle main- 
tained in its original purity in after 
times: but, in the formation of the 
constitution of the United States, it 
was made one of the corner stones. 
And as a Protestant was the first to 
proclaim it, and a Catholic party the 
first to give it practical effect. and 
all the states afterwards embodied it 
as a living principle in the organic 


law of their union, there let it remain 
forever, as a binding pledge for that 
“love, meekness and forbearance” 
which should everywhere, and at all 
times, characterize a Christian people. 
In this way. we shall perpetuate that 
civil as well as religious liberty we 
received as the richest of all patri- 
monies from our fathers: and in this 
way we shall show our attachment and 
“intense feeling’ for that true Ameri- 
canism with which they were so thor- 
oughly imbued,

last message by wireless as we are 
compelled to drop the apparatus be- 
cause of its unbearable load.” 


The Faweett-Dyott Expeditions. 

Nearly four years ago Colonel P. H. 
Faweett, the celebrated British ex- 
plorer, organized an expedition to un- 
cover the secrets of a lost civiliza- 


tion which he believed hidden some- | 


where in that vast expanse of un- 
known territory stretching between the 
Xingu and Tapajos rivers in Brazil. 

Colonel Fawcett was accompanied 
by his son Jack, 21 years old, and Ra- 
leigh Rimell, 23, of Los Angeles. The 
last dispatch Colonel Fawcett sent to. 
the outside world was dated May 30, 
1925. * 

As time progressed various reports 
came from Brazil regarding the where- 
abouts of the Fawcett expedition but 
none of them could be verified. A 
Frenchman, named Courteville, said 
he had met a man he believed was 
Colonel Fawcett in November, 1927, 
in Matto Grosso, but this was subse- 
quently found to be a case of mistaken 
identity. 

Despite the failure to hear from 
him, Colonel Faweett’s friends con- 
tinued to insist that he was still alive

pointed out that the colonel was not 
provided with an elaborate equipment, 
rather the reverse, and this of itself 
would account for the failure to send 
any messages back to eivilization. 

With the aim of interesting the 
government of Brazil the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society of London asked the 
British embassy in Brazil to request 
the Brazilian government to make in- 
quiries regarding Colonel Fawcett. In 
October, 1927, the president of the 
Royal Geographical society received 
the following telegram from the gov- 
ernor of Cuyaba through the minister 
of foreign affairs of Brazil: 

“I have the honor to confirm my 
dispatch of the 27th of August (1927) 
and to acknowledge the receipt of your 
excellency’s dispatch of the 12th in- 
stant, in reply to which I beg to in- 
form you that, after all the attempts 
made by my government to trace the 
whereabouts of Colonel Fawcett, the 
only information obtained is as fol- 
lows: 

Meager Report. 


“ ‘Colonel Faweett and his two com- 
panions left this capital (i. e. Cuyaba) 


in a northeasterly direction, reaching | 


the margin of the River Xingu, where 
they seyt back the party of Mafuquas 
Indians who had accompanied them. 
Continuing their journey and not 
Jatitude 11 degrecs, they 
branched off to the east, in the di- 
rection of the Araguaya river, whence 
no news at all has been received of 
them. | 

“*Notices sent to the press of this 
capital by the French military ex- 
sergeant, Courteville, are totally un- 
founded, as that tourist followed a 
route very far from the region where 
Colonel Fawcett was pursuing his ex- 
pedition. Courteville journeyed in a 
straight line from the city ot Tres 
Lagoas to Cuyaba, traveling on ex- 
cellent roadways near the Garim- 
peiras zones which are well populated, 
whilst Fawcett, as stated above, went 
to the northeasterly region, into the 
heart of the country, via the city of 
Diamantina.’ ” 


As the interest among explorers 
and the geographical societies of the 
world mh the fate of Colonel Fawcett 
and his men continued to increase 
rather than decrease. Commander 
George M. Dyott organized an expe- 
dition with the purpose of rescuing 
Colonel Fawcett and his men if they 
were still alive. or in any event soly- 
ing the myst¢ry of their disappear- 


ance. 
Radio Reports. 


The commander arranged to keep 
the public in touch with the progress 
of the undertaking through radio mes- 
sages which he sent exclusively to 
the North American Newspaper Al- 
liance, of which this newspaper is 4 
member. 

On the eve of his departure Com- 
mander Dyott called for youthful vol- 
unteers willing to go with him to the 
wilderness of Brazil to search for the 
Faweett party. The commander was 
overwhelmed with volunteers, receiv- 
ing offers from 15,000 persons. Of 
the number considered he selected the 
following men: 

William DeMello, New Bedford. 
Mass., as the wireless expert. 

Samuel K. Martin, Chicago, 
photographic work. 

W, Gerard Martin, Jr., St. George,

the portable field radio. 

John James Whitehead, Great Kills. 
Staten Island, an assistant camera 
man. 

The expedition left New York in 
February of this year. The last thing 
the commander did before sailing was 
to marry Miss Persis Wright. 

Well Equipped. 

Commander Dyott’s expedition was 
much better equipped titan the Faw- 
cett expedition. He took along sup- 
plies weighing two tons, including 
complete wireless apparatus for send- 
ing dispatches to The Constitution 
and the North American Newspaper 
Alliance. The party reached Rio de 
Janeiro on March 5, 1928, and were 
reported to be in fine condition. 

In Rio de Janeiro, Commander 
Dyott received assurances that he 
would have the full cooperation of the 
Brazilian government, which  ex- 
pressed great interest in the project. 

Since that time, various dispatches 
have been’ received from the com- 
mander. On April 11, he reported 
the party as being held up by a rail- 
way washout at Sao Paulo, Brazil. On 
April 25, they reached Corumba, Bra- 
zil, and Burite on May 15, 

On the 25th of June the party 
erected a camp on the San Manoel 


river. 
Find Trail. 

Early in July ‘ the expedition 
reached the Kuliseyu river and struck 
the. trail of the Fawcett party after 
travelling miles down the river, The 
commander sent back a radio on Au- 
gust 14, giving an account of the 
hardships and difficulties he had en- 
countered and saying that he expected 
to have important news shortly. The 
radio. of tonight gives the important 
news the commander expected to send 
back. 

Although an Englishman, Com- 
mander Dyott actually was born in 
New Yorks The year of his birth 
was 1883. His father was an Eng- 


!lishman, and his mother was Ameri- 


can. He was taken to England as 
a child, and was educated.at Bedford 
and Wellington. 

Dyott early became interesting in 
mining. He came to the United States 
in 1899, and was a miner in Califor- 
nia, Alaska and Arizona, also visiting 
the South Seas. In 1903 he returned 
to England. Desiring to extend his 
education, he took a course in elec- 


trical engineering at Faraday house, 


London, winning his degree. 

Once more he came to the states, 
and got a position with the Westing- 
house company. He watched the 
Wrights at work in their early air- 
plane ventures, and became so inter- 
ested that he went into airplane 
building himself. He constructed the 
first American-built monoplane to fly 
in this country, and he and Henry 
Walden established a plant at Min- 
eola, N, Y., for the building of planes. 
Dyott’s attainments as a flyer are 
shown by the fact that he has several 
records to his credit.

Solicitor Gen- 
eral Boykin stated that he and Lamar 
Poole, chief of detectives, would go 
before the grand jury Tuesday morn- 
ing, present all the evidence, and ask 
for indictments charging murder in 
the case of McDaniel and assault with 
intent to murder in the case of E. L. 
Griffin, the second victim of Fair, 
who is expected to recover. August 
28 is to be the date of the trial. Mr. 
Boykin also stated that other indict- 
ments against Fair charge kidnaping 
of Mrs. W. O. Heath and pointing a 
pistol at another. In addition there 
are several peace warrants. 

Statement by Fair. 

Fair still insists that he did not in- 
tend to shoot McDaniel. Immediately 
after he had learned of the death of 
the officer the prisoner, through his 
attorney, John Brewer, issued the 


following statement: 


“IT am heartbroken today. I had 
hoped and prayed since Mr. McDaniel 
was shot that he would get well, and 
this morning I learned that he is 
dead. 

“Whether anyone believes me or 
not, I did not have the slightest in- 


tention” of shooting Mr. McDaniel. 
After shooting Griffin I was running 
to Mr. McDaniel for protection, and 


not making any effort to get away. 
Mr. McDaniel could have killed me 
had he cared to do so, but even real- 
izing that he was wounded by my 
hand he never raised a hand to harm 


me. 

“tT had hoped and prayed that he 
might live, and now that he is gone 
I can only repeat that a man is dead 
whom I did not have the slightest in- 
tention of harming.” 

It was said at police headquarters 
that the family of McDaniel would 
receive $2,410 in insurance—$1,000 
from the police relief association; $1,- 
000 from the recently created group 
insurance policy made possible by ac- 
tion of city council; and $410 from 
the widow's fund, which also is a ben- 
efit strictly for policemen. The widow 
also will receive $87 a month from 
the relief association, so long as she 
dees not marry again, it was said. 
The McDaniels live in a rented house. 

Officer McDaniel was wounded on 
Decatur street late Thursday after- 
noon when he blocked the escape of 
Fair, after the latter had sent a bullet 
into the body of E. L. Griffin, 31, of 
a Pryor road address, who, with his 
wife, Mrs. Kitty Heath, Myrtle Heath 
and Grady McKenzie, was sitting in 
a automobile under the Washington 
street viaduct. 

Officer Fails to Rally. 

Faint hope for the recovery of Me- 
Daniel was expressed by doctors at 
Grady Saturday morning after the 
patrolman had spent a restfti] night, 
but with the development of perito- 
nitis, his condition for life was de- 
clared hopeless. The operation late 
Saturday was deemed imperative, but 
because of the patient’s greatly weak- 
ened condition, he failed to raliy. 

The fatal shooting was the culmina- 
tion of a feud of many weeks standing 
between Fred Fair and BE. L. and J. 
R. Griffins, which started July 5, 
when Fair is alleged to have held up 
J. R. Griffin at Lakewood and com- 
pelled him to call Mrs. Heath to his 
automobile. Foreing the woman to 
enter the car he then drove to Lake- 
land, Fla.. where Mrs. Heath charged 


that she was held prisoner for ten 
days. In the meantime, Heath, the 
estranged husband, with J. R. and E. 
L. Griffin, went to a Capitol avenue 
address and shot down Johnnie Zink, 
a man they though to be Fred Fair. 
The trio surrendered at Fulton tower, 
saying they had shot Fair. The Grif- 
fins later were released after posting 
bonds of $2,500 each, but Heath is 
still being held. After Zink was dis- 
charged from the hospital, the three 
were indicted by the grand jury on 
a charge of assault with intent to 
murder. 
Fair Reappears. 

Mrs. Heath, since her escape from 
Fair in Lakeland, has been living 
with her brother in Lakewood, while 
her alleged abductor has been sought 
by authorities over the southern 
states. No definite clue as to his 
whereabouts was obtained until 
Thursday, when he appeared by the 
side of Griffin’s car under the Wash- 
ington. street viaduct, and without 
warning, fired three times. Fleeing 
down Decatur street, Fair ran into 
the arms of Officer McDaniel and 
opened fire. Although on the verge 
of collapse because of loss of blood, 
the officer declined any outside as- 
sistance and carried Fair to police 
station. Fair later was transferred to 
the tower.

Belgrade, Jugo-Slavia, August 19. 
(P)\—Italy, through its minister here, 
today presented a second sharp note 
to the Jugo-Slavian government, pre- 
testing against the recent anti-Italian 
demonstrations in Spalato, in which 
the Italian consul there was slightly 
injured. 

The note was couched in “peremp- 
tory” terms and demanded the suspen-

Several New Bridges Being 
Built in Southern States 


A few years ago, if a story ap- 
peared in one of the Atlanta papers 
stating that a large bridge was to be 
built in some southern state outside 
of Georgia, it would receive small no- 
tice here as the news yalue would not 
be considered important enough to 
give the matter very much space. It 
was taken for granted that few peo- 
ple living in or around Atlanta would 
ever travel so far by road and there- 


fore they would not be interested very 
much in apy kind of a distant road 
bridge. 

Time, however. has made a great 
difference, for with the fast motor 
ears of today the building of a new 
bridge two, three or four hundred 
miles from Atlanta in any direction is 
breakfast table talk in any home. The 
new projected bridge may vividly call 
to mind how much a new bridge was 
needed to replace an inadequate or 
dangerous bridge at some well known 
point or to take the place of some 
antiquated ferry that caused much 
time to be lost by the man or woman 
that is in a hurry. 

At this time the Austin Brothers 
Bridge company, who have a _ large 
plant on Lee street opposite Fort Mc- 
Pherson, are building two large bridges 
in southwestern Alabama. One is to 
be known as the ‘Trawick _ bridge, 
crossing the Choctawhatchee river be- 
tween Dale and Coffee counties. This 
bridge will be 619 feet long and is be- 
ing built of steel and creosote tim- 
bers, 


A mile and a half from the Tra- 
wick bridge another, 482 feet long, is 
being built across Clay creek. This 
bridge is also being built with steel 
and creosote timbers. Both are now 
nearing completion and are on a direct 
line betwéen Ozark and Andalusia 
and will do much to bring out a good 


[section that was very little traveled 


heretofore. 

This firm just completed a splen- 
did three-span steel and concrete 
bridge across Broad river in South 
Carolina. This bridge, which is a lit- 
tle more than 450 feet long and 18 
feet wide, is on a direct road between 
Clinton and Chester in the Palmetto 
state and will greatly stimulate travel 
between those two cities. 

Austin brothers are also building a 
long bridge across the Santee river in 
Charleston county, South Carolina, 
This bridge is being built at a small 
town named MecClellenville and will 
open up a more direct route between 
Charleston and Georgetown and will 
greatly shorten the distances between 
all coast towns north of Charleston 
and that city. 

In Mississippi, the latter part of 
June, flood waters washed away 487 
feet of a bridge in Jackson county 
across the Pascagoula river. Austin 
Brothers Bridge campany was called 
in on this and have made a record 
in rebuilding such a big job. As this 
bridge was on the Old Spanish Trail 
route between Biloxi and Pascagoula, 
a route that was traveled Ly thwu- 
sands of cars every week, much in- 
convenience was caused to travelers 
who crossed the river on an improvised 
ferry.

WATERS RECEDING 
IN FOUR STATES 


Four southeastern states, ravaged 
by storms and floods last week, Sun- 
day night saw the end in sight with 
streams in all states receding and rail- 
way and automobile traffic again re- 
stored over lines that were impassable 
a few days ago. 


With the exception of Lake Lure, - 


N. C., where a huge power dam was 
weakened under the tremendous pres- 
sure of flood water piling up behind 
it, from throughout Georgia, North 
and South Carolina and Virginia re- 
ports Sunday night showed danger 
had passed and streams were rapidly 


| receding. 


The Lake Lure situation was said 
to be greatly improved ‘and engineers 
felt that they could cope with the 
leaks that developed in an earthen 
abutment to the dyke, but would not 
say that “danger has passed.” 


In Georgia, the Withlacoochee river, 
which flooded highways and railways 
in the southern part of the state, had 
fallen to such an extent that the 
Southern railway restored train serv- 
ice on the Hahira and Valdosta line, 
which had been suspended for more 
than forty-eight hours. The stream at 
one time was flowing at a depth of 
four feet above the tracks. 

Throughout North Carolina’s fleod- 
ravaged districts streams again were 
within their banks and railways and 
highways repaired, at least temporar- 
ily, and traffic again was normal. 

The James river at Richmond, Va., 
was falling and inundated areas along 
its banks gradually emerging, while 
from other parts of the state came 
reports that streams again were with- 
in their banks, and the damage caused 
by the floods would be nominal. 

There still remained some threat of 
flood along the Congaree river in South 
Carolina, and highway and railway 
communication was blocked at two 
points and along the lower reaches of 
streams that have been out of their 
banks preparations were made for tho 
flooding of lowlands. 

The Florence-Columbia highway was 
closed over the bridge across the 
Wateree river 18 miles from Sumter, 
where flood waters flowed across the 
highway for several miles, and the 
Santee, near Kingtree, was 
rapidly, menacing a highway bridge 
there.

Nations are beginning to feel that 
extensive colonial possessions may be 
a liability instead of an asset. 

The German chancellor has an- 
nounced that as long as he is head 
of the government, no effort will be 
made to regain the lost colonies of 
Germany. 

George Clemenceau, after the Fran- 
co-Prussian war, took the position 
that France was not strong enough 
to hold extensive colonial possessions. 
Clemenceau lost the fight and France 
scrambled madly with the rest of Eu- 
rope to get all the colony possessions 
she could. 

To be tied politically to the 
‘mother’ country does not mean nec- 
essarily that a colony is tied commer- 


cially. In the ease of France, less 


than six per cent of her trade in 1925 
was with her colonial possessions, In 
1912 about one-half of one per cent 
of German imports came from her 
colonies, and about seven-tenths of one 
per cent were taken by them. 

No one has gone into this matter 
more thoroughly than Norman An- 
gell, British international student and 
writer, in his pre-war book, “The 
Great Illveion” and in his post-war 
book, “The Fruits of Victory.”

The United States has 
bought more goods from Latin Ameri- 
ca than she has sold to Latin Amer- 
ica. This condition continues. Dur- 
ing the period from 1912-27, Ameri- 
ca’s exports to the Latin American 
republics amounts to $11,000,000,000, 
while the imports from those same 
countries to the United States 
amounted to $15,000,000,000. In 
1927 Latin America sold to the United 
States $1,019,000,000 worth of goods, 
and Latin America bought goods from 
the United States worth $845,000,000. 

Says Senor Davila: “From 1912 to 
1927 the share of the Latin American 
products taken by the United States 
increased from thirty-three per cent 
to thirty-seven per cent, while Eng- 
land’s share in the same interval de- 
creased from nineteen to seventeen 
per cent; Germany’s, from eleven to 
ten per cent; France's, from seven 
to five per cent.”

Foreign Auto Sales. 

American automobiles to the value 
of $259,934,000 were sold during the 
first six months of 1928 to the nations 
of the world.. This is an increase of 
171-2 per cent over the. first six 
months of 1927, according to the 
United Sttaes department of com- 
merce, 

Automobile manufacturers are turn- 
ing their attention more and more to 
foreign trade. This is evidenced by 
the further fact that the automobile 
figures for 1928 represent a gain of 
49 per cent over the exports of the 
first half of 1926, which amounted to 
$182,000,000, 

For 1928, Canada is first in the 
number of passenger cars purchased 
from the United States. Then comes 
Australia, followed by Argentine and 
Sweden in the order named. The 
average value of the passenger cars 
shipped was $680, wholesale. 

* Strike Vote. 

September 2 the vote of 70,000 rail- 
road trainmen and conductors em- 
ployed by eighty roads operating west 
of the Mississippi; will be counted 
to determine whether a strike will be 
called for higher wages. Brotherhood 
officials now expecf almost a unani- 
mous vote in favor of a strike. 

“Our grievance is that the western 
salaries are lower than those granted 
in the east and south,” says A. M.
